proposed reservoirs for the St. Croix, 
Chippewa, and W isconsin rivers, for 
which the United States Geological 
Survey engineers have completed the 
survey, are to have a total storage 
capacity of nearly 80,000.000 
cubic 
feet. 
The intelligent operation 
of 
even a part of these thirty-tw o large 
reservoirs would have a marked effect 
in steadying the river discharge which 
in the past was made exceedingly ir­ 
regular by the use and control 
of 
rivers largely for logging purposes. 
This and other aspects of the extent 
and possible development of northern 
W isconsin water powers from a large 
part of the study made recently for 
the United States Geological Survey 
by Leonard Sewell Smith, professor 
^ Af .topographic and geodetic engineer­ 
ing at the University of W isconsin. 
T he Departm ent of the Interior at 
W ashington has just published the re­ 
sults of Prof. S m th ’s work. 
So far as is known, not a single im- 
>rtant river in the state has yet 
been made fully to produce its avail­ 
able power. 
The lower Fox comes 
the nearest, with a total of 31.508 ac­ 
tual horsepow er, all produced in the 
thirty-five miles between Lake W in ­ 
nebago and Green Bay. 
This large 
water power bas caused the district 
to take high rank as a paper and pulp 
m anufacturing 
center. 
Wisconsin. 
Chippewa, and St. Croix rivers can be 
made each to produce power equaling 
and even exceeding that of the lower 
Fox. 
Growth in the development of 
W isconsin water powers has 
been 
rapid, being a gain of seventy-five 
per cent in the decade preceding 1900. 
In the past thirty years the increase 
bas been from 33.700 to 99.000 horse­ 
power. representing an annual faying 
over the cost of an equivalent amount 
of steam power, computed at $20 per 
horsepower, of nearly $2,000,000
